REPORT. 

The  Council  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
their  report  for  the  year  1938. 

Looking  back  over  the  year,  the  outstanding  feature  is 
the  period  of  the  National  Crisis  in  September.  During  those 
critical  days  the  organisation  of  the  Hospital  was  tested  to 
the  uttermost  and,  although  some  weak  spots  showed  up 
which  have  since  had  the  attention  of  the  authorities, 
the  Staff  rose  nobly  to  meet  the  emergency  and  the  Matron 
and  the  Vice-Chairman  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  smooth 
working  of  all  their  schemes.  Since  those  days  the  Hospital 
has  had  more  particular  directions  as  to  the  part  it  will  be 
expected  to  play  in  any  future  emergency  and  plans  for  ful¬ 
filling  this  role  adequately  are  being  formulated. 

Other  items  of  note  are  the  conclusion  of  the  first  part  of 
the  Agreement  —  that  dealing  with  general  patients  —  with 
the  Hertfordshire  County  Council;  and  the  beginning  of  the 
new  agreement  with  the  Hitchin  &  District  Workers’  Hospital 
Fund. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  —  including  legacies  of 
£770  (£100  from  Mrs.  Agnes  Foster,  £25  from  Miss  J.  E. 
Sheaf,  £45  from  Miss  Elizabeth.  Smyth,  £500  from  Daniel 
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Crawford  and  £100  from  J.  H.  Stephens)  and  a  grant  from 
the  Hertfordshire  County  Council  for  1937  of  £187  12s.  3d  — 
was  £10,330  11s,  4d.  against  £9,090  7s,  8d.  for  1937;  while 
expenditure  increased  from  £9,730  14s,  4d.  in  1937  to 
£10,264  12s,  lOd.  It  can,  therefore,  be  seen  that  the  financial 
position  is  anything  but  secure  although  Mr.  John  Ray 
repeated  his  kind  gift  of  £100  and  a  similar  amount  was 
received  from  Commander  and  Mrs,  C.  Pinsent  and  from  the 
Workers’  Hospital  Fund  No.  3  Account.  Great  things  are, 
however,  expected  from  the  Hitchin  &  District  Workers’ 
Hospital  Fund  when  it  has  completed  a  year’s  working  at  the 
new  rate. 

The  number  of  In-patients  admitted  during  1938  was  1187. 
Of  these  52  were  Road  Accidents  which  cost  the  Hospital 
£357  17s.  Od.  Of  this  amount  £189  8s.  8d.  has  been 
recovered  and  six  cases  are  still  unsettled.  There  were  649 
operations  in  the  Theatre  and  258  patients  were  X-Rayed. 
The  average  weekly  cost  of  each  In-patient  was  £2  19s.  6d. 

In  the  Out-patient  Department  2,319  patients  were  treated 
of  whom  100  received  Dental  and  .176  Ophthalmic  treatment 
and  23  were  Road  Accidents  cases.  246  minor  operations 
were  carried  out  in  the  Surgery  and  922  patients  were  X- 
Rayed.  The  cost  of  each  Out-patient  was  8/-. 

This  year  the  Council  wish  especially  to  thank  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Linen  Guild  for  their  great  help.  They  have 
carried  on  in  spite  of  great  difficulties  and  have  even  managed 
to  give  more  articles  than  usual  to  the  Wards,  and  these, 
coming  at  a  time  of  real  emergency,  have  been  very  much 
appreciated . 

They  would  like  to  extend  their  thanks  to  those  old  friends 
on  whom  they  have  come  to  rely  so  much  for  help  of  various 
kinds  —  the  Stevenage  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  the  Hitchin 
Thespians,  the  members  of  the  26th  Herts.  V.A.  Detachment, 
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the  League  of  Mercy,  the  Churches  and  Chapels  of  the  dis¬ 
trict,  Ye  Olde  English  Waits,  the  "Express,  "  the  "Pictorial" 
and  all  those  who,  year  after  year,  give  gifts  in  kind. 

The  Council  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  H, 
Gilbertson  and  they  wish  to  place  on  record  their  deep  appre¬ 
ciation  of  all  his  thoughtful  work  for  the  Hospital.  He  was 
appointed  to  the  Honoraiy  Medical  Staff  in  1886  and  from 
that  year  until  his  death  he  gave  of  his  best,  and  faithfully 
followed  in  the  steps  of  Dr.  Frederick  Hawkins  the  Founder 
of  the  Hospital.
